He pve me tech- 
nical information, asked for immedia te information on biography snd first chapter 
to read. I promised by Monday ( thisjs as Thursday). On^Brqwn he said, "I'll teil 
you what. Somehow along the my . hiisjjt a sort of a If at fee for 

helping, thsts all.” I told him I would send rough outline of contents of vhspters 
snd could send sons out of order. He said "right". 

This wes a lengthy convesation, more than half of a side of a five inch tape st 
1 7/8 and includes considerable details of organization sad contents of bo~ k, etc. 

Thereafter called Larry. I said John "would be in touch with you, and about 
money", after saying I had decided to accept his offer to withdraw*. Larry Belpied 
"okay". Larry then said "I’ve been thinking ©bout it too and I think maybe you’re 
right. ..it’s the logical thing." I referred to his offer "to give me back everythicg2” 
snd said "what I could use fastest” was "the drsfts that I gave you because its 
from them I’ll bs working nd sens of my csrbons dont contain whet’s on them.” His 
reply was, "Well, why dont I do this:... teke all your papers of every kind end seftd 
them back to you". He seid he had them all there. He ehg sgein "I’ll do thst”. He then 
said, "I do think we should exchange letters holding each other, you know, without 
any liability or obligation”. I agreed and said if he we more familiar with the 
ptoper fora he could draft the letter. He said he’s write e letter and I Could 
sign the carbon and return it. I told him there wa no problem with John end Ivan 
and that I had consulted them. He seid he’d also get in touch with them and his 
last words were that he’d mail my material back "tomorrow" 

His subsequent cSSrl^ehsnging his position: follows on the seme tape. The first 
brief pert was not recor ed.
